The Council of Architecture, a statutory body const,luted by the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Government of.ndia under the Architects Act., 1972. tens* a.pleasure to present the 
Annual Report and Audited Statement of Accounts ior the year endec on 31 .Cb.2002. 

Organisational Structure: 

The Council of .Architecture functions under the overall charge of the President, who is assisted by the 
Vice-President The Registrar heads the Secretariat of the Counci and pertomis the statu.ory duties 
functions under the general supervision of the President and Committee-, of the Council. 

The Union Ministry of Human Resource Development is the nodal ministry of the Council of 
Architecture. 

The Council consists of elected and nominated representatives as members, namely, a nominee of the 
Central^Governmeni, an architect nominated by each State Government and Union Territory, five 
representatives elected from amongst members of the Indian Institute of Archuecs five persons e 
frLi amongst heads of architectural institutions, two persons nominated by the All India Council for 
Technical Education, the Chief Architect (ex-officio) of Central Public Works Department andi Milt ary 
p mnecrinn Services Ministry of Defence, two persons nominated by Institution of Engineers (India) 
fro«gi^^an7onc person nominally the institution of Surveyors ofindia from among 

its members. 

Statutory and Other Committees: 

In order to carry out the objectives of the Act and Regulations framed thereunder, the Council constituted 
the statutory committees, namely, the Executive Committee, which functions as an Executive Authority 
of the Council, Disciplinary Committee, which investigates the complaints and holds enquiries relating o 
professional misconduct of architects. Advisory Committee (Appeals), which hears the appeals of the 
applicants whose cases were rqected for registration by the Registrar of the Council and such other 
apphean s pee jfr. purposes. The President presides the meetings of the Council of 

Architecture andhe is the Chairman of the Executive Committee The President is assisted by the Vice- 
President, wKqjs also the Vice-Chairman of the Executive Committee. 

Meetings of the Council and its Committees : 

Hurino the year under report, the Council met twice (38* Meeting on 26* & 27* July, 2001 and 39 
Meeting 22JOU2002). The Executive Committee met on 9® November, 2001. The Oiscipltnary 
Committee met on 6* November, 2001, to hear the complaints filed against architects for alleged 
orofessidhal misconduct, as referred to it by the Council and upon hearing the complainants as well as the 
respondents-arehitects submitted its report to the Council for appropriate action. The Advisoty 
Committee (Appeals) met on 8® November, 2001, to consider the appeals filed against rejection of their 
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applications for registration xs trchitects and upon hearing the appellants, it submitted the report for 
consideration of the Council.

8.0 Disciplinary Action: 

An amhitertk required to observe the standard of professional conduct and ethics, in terms of the 
Archttects (Professional Conduct) Regulations. 1989. The Act provides for taking action against an 
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architect who is found guilty of professional misconduct upon invcn;gatJC*s safi after providing 
opportunity of being heard to the architect. 

During the year under report, the Council at its 38 meeting held on -5 
unanimously decided lo Reprimand Shri Y. L. Chandak, Architect, (Registration No.CA/78/45. /, 
and issue Warning to Shri Narcsh Kumar Sharma (Registration No. CA/hvActwy, as h,ty verts 
found guilty of professional misconduct in terms of the provisions o! toe wessSsss va, >’<■*- 

Cases of Professional Misconduct: 

* At the 39* meeting held on 22"“ Januaty. 2002. the Council decided to summon the following 
architects to appear before the Bar of the Council, who were found guilty of professional 
misconduct in terms of the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972, so as to provide them 
opportunity of being heard and to make their submissions before initiating action on idem:

Revision in Fees Structure: 

At the 38““ meeting held on 26* and 27* July, 2001, the revisit® in the otSssag fees strocturc for 
Registration, Renewal. Restoration and Duplicate Certificate of Registration f« was approved by 
the Council and the same was sent to the Ministry of Human Resource Development Government 
of India for according its approval. After the Ministry’s approval and subsequent notification in the 
Gazette of India dated January 12, 2002, by the Central Government, the tensed ices structure is in 

force from 01.02-2002. 

) Hearing of appeals filed against non-registration: 

The Council received and considered the report of the Advisory Committee (Appeals) o> 

11 cases of appeal against the decision of the Registrar rejecting applications tor registration at its 
38* meeting held on 26* and 27* July, 200. Appeals of all the 8 appellants were rejected*! they 
were not eligible for registration. The appeal of Ms. Tina Pujara was accepted and the Council 
granted one opportunity to be heard to two appeallants. 

The Council received and considered the report of the Advisory Comnttooc (Appeals) of 4 cases 
appeals against the decision of the Registrar rejecting applications lor registration at its 37 
meeting held on 22"“ Januaty, 2002. Appeals of all the 4 appellants were rejected as they were 
not eligible for registration. 

0 Removal of of the Architects from the Register of Architects end Restoration of 

of architects to the Register of Architects: 

The Council at its 38* meeting held on 26* & 27* July, 2001, removed tbs names oi Jie Ten 
architects due to their death. At the 39* meeting held on 22,02.2902, Council r»ed the names 
of 16 architects due to their death. 

The Council at its 38* meeting held on 26* & 27* July, 2001, ratidled 1372 

architects who have got their names restored on payment of requisite fas, to toe Regis^ of 

Architects. The Council at its 39* meeting held on 22.01.2002, ratified the restoration of 1361 
architects who have got their names restored on payment of requisite fees, to the Register of 

Architects. 
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13.0 Budget for the year 2001-2002 : 

: he Council, at its 38 th meeting held on 26 th & 27 July, 2002, approved the budget estimates for 
me year 2001-2002. The estimated expenditure to be incurred during the year was Rs. 
i . 22,94,000/- (One Crore Twenty-Two Lakhs Ninety Four Thousand Only). 

14.5 Enforcement of the Pro Sessional Conduct Regulations, 1989 : 

it has been noticed by the Council of Architecture that user industries including government 
department/ undertakings and local bodies have been continuing with the practice of engaging 
architects by inviting tenders/ financial bids and insisting to deposit earnest money, as mandatory 
conditions, in order to make them eligible for providing architectural services/ consultancy. 

At the instance of the practising architects, the Council has written numerous letters to various 
authorities namely. State Governments, Municipal Corporations, Municipal Councils, 
Universities, Department of Railways, Postal Authorities, Indian Oil Corporation, Bharat 
Petroleum Corporation, DSIDC, as to not to insist architects to pay tender cost; quote lowest fees 
contrary to the minimum fees prescribed by the Council of Architecture and deposit of earnest 
money, as these conditions will put restrictions on architects right to practice the profession. 

The Council has also brought to the notice of the individual/ corporate clients that the architects 
are required to observe and uphold the Council's conditions of engagement and scale of charges 
as provided under Regulation 2(1) (xii) of the Architects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 
1989. These regulation also prohibit quoting of tower fees than the minimum fees prescribed by 
the Council in competition with fellow architects. In view of this, they have been advised to 
engagement of an architect for providing architectural services on payment of minimum 
professional fees and in due compliance of the conditions of agreement as prescribed by the 
Council of Architecture. 

15.0 Architectural Competitions: 

The Council has assisted a number of promoters in the conduct of the architectural design 
competitions, namely, Public Works Department of Government of Delhi, Delhi Development 
Authority, Centre for Policy Research, National Accreditation and Assessment Council Bangalore 
DSIDC, Govt. of Chhattisgarh, All India Council for Technical Education, Indian Oil Corporation, 
Civil Service Officer’s Institute, Govt, of Goa and various Municipal Corporation and Individual 
Clients etc. for their projects in compliance with the • architectural competitions guidelines 
prescribed by it. The guidelines and inputs required for the promoters and competitors to safeguard 
their interests were made available by the Council whenever sought for. 

16.6 Registration of Architects : 

The Council registers a person as an architect under Section 25 of the Act, who resides or carries on 
the profession of architecture in India and holds a recognized architectural qualification. 

During the year, the Council has registered 1386 architects. As on 31.03.2002, 29024 persons have 
been registered as architects with Council of Architecture and issued Certificate of Registration. 

17.0 Enforcement of the Architects Act, 1972 : 

The Council has written numerous letters to the Chief Secretaries of State Governments and Local 
Bodies and Development Authorities, etc. for implementing the provisions of the Architects Act, 
1972 and the Architects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989, in particular regarding : (i) the 
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protection of title and style of architect : (ii) no further registration or fees are asked by the Local 
Bodies from the architects registered with the Council of Architecture ; (iii) to protect the privilege 
of architects to pursue their profession of architecture ; and (iv) Architect s licence should not be 
issued to any person who is not registered as an architect with the Council ot Architecture. 

It has issued notices to various individuals Using the title and style of architect without being 
registered with the Council of Architecture .and carrying on the architectural profession illegally. 
Criminal complaints have also been filed against such persons, in the Court of Law for taking 
cognizance of the offences by the Court for punishing the malefactors, as provided under Section 
of the Act 

It has also issued directions to the unauthorized institutions illegally engaged in providing 
architectural education without any approval from the concerned statutory bodies, to stop such 
practices. 

18.0 Mbase of Title and Style of‘Architect* 

The Council at its 38* meeting held on 26* & 27* July, 2001, resolved to file criminal complaint 
against the following persons, who are misusing the title and style of 4 Architect*, in the appropriate 
Court of Law and authorized the Registrar of the Council of Architecture in this behalf: 

(i) Shri S.M.Ghosh, Chief Municipal Architect & Town Planner, The Calcutta Municipal 
Corporation, 5, S.N.Banajce Road, Calcutta-700013 and (ii) Shri Sarbjit Singh, Fabinteriors, 
Architecture St Interior Design, B5/207, Safdarjung Enclave, New Delhi-110092 

19.0 Publications: 

i) Directory of Architects : The Council has published its Directory of Architects - 5 th Edition. It 
was possible by inviting advertisements from the governmental organisations/ undertakings, 
who are concerned with the built environment, manufacturers of building materials and other 
similar organizations. 

ii) Magazine : Magazine of Council of Architecture titled “architecture - time space & people” is 
being published every month. This is being sent free of cost, to all the registered architects and 
it provides useful information about the activities of the Council and issues concerning 
architectural profession. The Registrar of Newspapers for India, New Delhi has granted the 
registration to this magazine. 

20.0 Films for Promotion & Development of Architecture in India: 

During the year, the Council initiated the production of two documentary films. The Film “Garden 
of the Heart”, a biographical film on Architect Joseph Allen Stein was produced and directed by 
Ar. Shaleen Sharma. This film was released by Hon’ble Shri Jagmohan, Union Minister for 
Tourism on 22 nd September, 2001 at India Habitat Centre, New Delhi. The second film on 
Intermediate Shelters constructed in Gujarat was produced by Mr. Syed Jawed Asghar and directed 
by Prof. I.M.Chishti. This film was also released by Hon’ble Shri Jagmohan, Union Minister for 
Tourism on 2“* February, 2002 at Indian National Science Academy, New Delhi. 

21.0 General Agreement on Trade in Services in World Trade Organisation : 

The Council of Architecture is in close interaction with the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, 
Government of India for its proposal for the Profession of Architecture and negotiations on Trade in 
Services with the member nations in the World Trade Organisation. In this regard. Council of 
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Architecture is also interacting with various professional/ statutory bodies and organisations like 
Confederation of Indian industry, FICCi, Indian institute of Architects, institution of Engineers 
India, A1CTE, NEIPA, etc. 


22.0 Construction of Temporary Shelters for Earthquake Affected People at Gujarat: 

Continuing with its previous financial year’s initiative. Council of Architecture with the help of its 
experts evolved architectural solutions for immediate temporary shelter, to house the earthquake 
affected people of Gujarat About 15000 intermediate shelters were constructed at the initiative of 
Council. 

23.0 Amcfri nenfe to the Architects Act* 1972 : 

The Executive Committee of the Council appointed a Sub-Committee under the Convenorship of 
Shri B. P. Malhotra, Chief Architect, H.P.P.W.D. to examine the existing provisions of the 
Architects Act, 1972 and to make amendments as may be required therein to implement the 
provisions of the Act, effectively throughout the country. The Sub-Committee was also made 
available a base document prepared by Ar. M. K. Ranade, Pune on Amendments to the Architects 
Act, 1972. After examining the existing provisions of the Act and considering ail relevant matters, 
the Sub-Committee submitted an Explanatory Note on Amendments to the Architects Act, 1972 
and proposed Amendments to the Act These proposed amendments were considered and 
moderated by the Executive Committee. The existing provisions of the Act and Amendments as 
suggested by the Sub-Committee, Amendments as accepted by the Executive Committee with 
modifications and the views of the Indian Institute of Architects were considered by the Council at 
its 38* meeting held on 26*& 27* July, 2001. The Council accepted the recommendations of its 
Executive Committee and decided to deal with the matter further by seeking assistance of an 
Advocate;
